Be«4u*e  of  the  mtensity  nf  ihe  siruggie  in  and 
around  Stalingrad  there  has  been  something  m 
the  nature  of  a halt  in  the  enemy  a campaign 
in  the  Caucasus.  It  must  be  admitted  that  in 
Southern  Ru.ssia  the  Germans  have  advanced  far 
towards  their  goal  and  the  Iwue  is  now.  can  they 
go  that  little'  farther  which  I*  f»l  vital  moment 
to  them  If  they  are  to  maintaui  their  gains  and 
pass  anolher  Winter  In  the  rigor*  of  the  Russian 
climate?  Tliere  are  th»j*e  who  believe  that,  what- 
ever is  the  outcome  In  the  battle  for  the  Volga, 
the  enemy  wUl  not  be  able  to  crocs  the  mountains 
nf  the  Caucasus  To  reach  the  Caspian  he  must 
crrMis  these  or  go  round  them,  and  they  coiisUtuU- 
what  has  been  described  as  one  of  the  greatest 
physical  obstacles  In  the  worlcf  through  which 
the  feamble  routes  are  sn  few  ' There  are  but 
three  ways  through  the  mountains  and  one 
round  either  end 

One  commentator  who  knows  the  country— 
Lieut. -Col.  J.  R.  Kennedy— says  that  the  ability 
of  the  Germans  to  stay  in  the  Caucasus  If  they 
do  not  croM  the  mountains  will  depend 
prmcipally  on  two  things.  "Can  they.”  he  asks. 
* open  up  a way  from  the  Crimea  into  the  Kuban 
and  so  by*paas  the  Rostov  bottle-neck,  and  can 
they  make  tiie  Black  Bea  safe  as  a line  of  com- 
munication which  could  work  even  If  the  Rus- 
sians succe-vifully  advanced  In  the  north^  Both 
•could  probably  be  prevented  by  really  intense 
and  rontlnuoua  air  altocka  from  aecurs  bases 
south  of  the  Caucasus  range  " The  same  com- 
mentator exjire.sses  the  belief  that  If  Russians 
defeated  In  the  pre.ient  battle  m the  south  she 
will  not  be  defeated  as  a Power,  "but  she  will 
no  longer  be  able  to  prosecute  the  war  suf- 
ficiently strongly  to  keep  the  German  army  and 
air  forte  In  Russia. ” The  war  may  then,  again, 
says  Lieut  -Col.  Kennedy,  "come  to  our  door- 
step." 

There  in  no  |x's.Mnu-Mn  m the  outlook  of  Uiut 
t^immentiiior  Hr  points  out  that  the  battle 
raging  In  Russia  is  one  of  the  moat  extraordinary 
In  hi.itory  and  that  "great  as  are  the  Indlcationa. 
y;L'it  a*  In  their  scale,  It  U still  difficult  to  deduce 
tnun  them  who  Is  winning  and  who  is  not.  For 
the  apparent  successes  of  the  Germans  may  in 
fact  be  their  eventual  undoing,  and  Russia’s 
conrinlng  herself  so  largely  to  resistance  or 
vitmirawal  may  pf  just  the  necessary  pre- 
liminaries to  a decisive  blow." 


tlOiV'S  CONGRATIXATIONS 

In  all  diplomatic  history  there  was  surely 
never  a more  anomalous  position  than  the  pres- 
ence of  a Minister  of  the  Vichy  Government  at 
Ottawa.  Perhaps  It  wilt  not  be  until  after  this 
war  that  the  real  st<»ry  will  be  told  of  why  the 
Canadian  Government  rontinues  to  maintain 
friendly  relations  with  an  administration  that 
Is  collaborating  with  Powers  that  are  enemies 
of  Canada.  To  the  man  in  the  street  the  position 
Is  a mystery  It  Ls  accentuated  as  a re.<>ult  of  the 
raid  on  Dieppe  an  uutromc  of  that.  Marshal 
PHain  and  M Pierre -Laval  .sent  the  German 
High  Command  a meuage  of  congratulation  "on 
the  succe.vtful  repulse  by  German  troops  and 
the  rapid  rleartiig  up  of  French  temlory  ' When 
It  t.s  remembered  that  the  bulk  nf  the  raiding 
parly  was  romposqd  of  Canadian.*  and  that  some 
60  per  cent  of  thc.ve  were  (asuallies  the  con- 
tinued diplomatic  rcapprochemenl  between  Ot- 
tawa and  Vichy  becomes  all  the  more  uiUntel- 
ilgibie 

The  Vu'hy  Government  >■*  glad  to  learn  of 
the  'repulse'  m live  Dieppe  raid  It  must  be 
a.sAumed  that  M Rivtelhueber.  il*  representative 
In  Ottawa,  is  glad.  too.  for  he  cannot  be  o^her- 
wi.ve  since  he  is  a loyal  supporter  of  the  Pelaln- 
Laval  Administration.  The  fact  that  there  Is  a 
' reprcNfntatlve  nf  Unoccupied  France  at  Ottawa 
argues  that  the  M.ickenrir  King  Government 
cnu.sider*  Vichy  to  be  the  odmmistrative  centre 
nf  a neutral  country  n not  the  habit  of  a 
neutral  country  to  cniigratulatr  any  warring 
Power  on  the  outcome  nf  any  action  That  is. 
lA  say  the  Uasi,  a mu*i  unfriendly  gesture. 
Since  the  congratulation  in  riur.-ttnn  was  directed 
as  an  expression  of  Joy  over  an  incident  in 
which  so  many  Canadian  troops  partlcii^ited.  the 
ptutiMnn  of  the  French  Minister  at  Ottawa  be- 
come*. all  the  more  ambiguous  and  the  attitude 
of  the  Dominion  Government  towards  him  wholly 
inexpUesble

Since  It  la  only  by  the  swWt  of  his  brow  that 
man  may  live,  there  i*  genuine  satlsfacMon  in 
finding  In  work  ttaelf  ita  own  reward  Other  re- 
wrards  there  may  be.  bul  the  greatest  and  the 
longest  lasting  Is  that  which  eatablUhea  a pride 
In  the  feat  accomplished,  the  thing  done  Good 
work  lasta  long,  and  after  it  has  gone  the  memory 
or  II  persists  Nor  need  any  man  do  again  that 
which  is  well  done  In  the  first  place  Of  lu  kind, 
auch  labor  is  complete,  and  final  There  is  a 
world  of  mortal  utiafaction  In  that 

Experience  has  ahown  many  an  individual  that 
Ihe  way  to  tackle  work  is  to  do  It.  and.  alnce  it 
Biuat  be  done,  to  do  U with  aU  that  U lo  him 


One  likes  liie  spirit  of  a newspaperman  who, 
not  to  be  outdone  by  a colleague  in  his  pro- 
fession, asked  for  the  controla  of  an  airplane 
in  flight  and  wanted  to  be  taught  ail  about  fly- 
ing in  one.  easy  lesson.  The  suspicion  will  re- 
main, however,  that,  with  the  best  of  Intentions 
in  the  world,  his  graduation  to  wings  will  be 
some  distance  off  yet.  Few  things  worth  learn- 
ing in  life  may  be  learned  in  one  easy  lessmi. 
and  flying  la  not  one  of  them. 

TTie  incident,  however,  shows  the  fine  spirit 
with  which  some  war  correspondents  approach 
their  work.  If  sometimes  they  make  a hash  of 
reporting  flying  It  will  be  because  it  is  a highly 
technical  art.  and  not  to  be  learned  ui  a hurry. 
The  actual  control  of  a .plane  m flight  may 
not  be  much  more  onerous  than  the  control  of 
an  automobile  on  the  ground,  but  a good  deal 
happens  before  the  plane  is  In  flight,  and  again 
after  It  is  desired  to  make  contact  with  the 
ground  A one-flight  pilot.  If  left  to  hlmnelf, 
would  have  the  life  of  a mayfly  -one  brief  flight 

One  of  the  points  upon  which  Canada  may 
sincerely  be  praised  in  this  war  is  the  integrliy 
and  effectiveness  of  its  student  flight  tramlng. 

course  is  long  deliberate,  and  nicely  graded. 
There  is  advance  every  foot  of  the  way  for  Uie 
young  man  progressing  towards  air  crew  posf- 
tluna  in  tlie  field.

Chlonnatlon  la  a severe  remedy.  If.  In  the 
presence  of  a future  and  an  actual  emergency 
It  ahould  become  necessary,  it  would  have  to  be 
done.  For  that  reason,  preparations  may  have 
to  be  made  now  Surely,  however,  there  need  be  no 
chlorination  in  advance  of  the  facts  That  would 
be  like  putting  a leg  In  splints  before  It  was 
broken. 

What  are  the  facu?  The  City  Health  Officer 
states,  in  part 

"1  am  personally  in  favor  of  chlonnatlon.  but 
only  where  It  la  necessary.  No  epidemics  have 
been  traced  to  Sooke  Lake  water.  There  is  no 
harm  or  detriment  to  consumers  where  it  Is 
necessary  to  treat  water.  Up  to  Uie  present  It 
has  definitely  not  been  considered  necessary  to 
chlorinate  our  water  supply.  We  received  an 
ambiguous  letter  from  the  Department  of  Na- 
Uonal  Defence,  and  understood  U lo  mean  either 
we  had  to  chlorinate  now,  or  treat  water  If  it 
were  necessary."
